The volume, 
which will be entitled “Sketches of Lowly 
Life in a Great City,” will also include some 
original drawings never before published, 
furnished by the relatives of Mr. Woolf. Mr. 
Woolf’s nephew, Mr. Henius, is the editor of 
the book. 

A. C. Armstrong & Son have made arrange¬ 
ments for the Ameiican market of the Edition 
de luxe of the “ Life and Works of Charles 
Lamb,” to be edited by Rev. Alfred Ainger.

The volumes 
will be uniform in size and style with the 
recently published edition de luxe of “ Tenny¬ 
son,” which is now quite out of print. 

It appears that in taking it for granted 
that the H. B. Claflin Co. made arrangements 
with D. Appleton & Co. for the edition in paper 
covers of Frank T. Bullen’s “The Cruise of 
the Cachalot '' advertised by them in our last 
week’s issue, we were in error. The book, 
unfortunately for the author, was not copy¬ 
righted in this country, but the Messrs. Apple- 
ton nevertheless made arrangements with the 
author to publish it in this country, and have 
paid him a royalty upon the sales.

COPYRIGHT IN THE BIBLE. 

That at the close of the nineteenth century 
of the Christian era, the question of the copy¬ 
right of the Bible should be discussed in a law 
court appears no doubt incongruous. Yet in 
the Queen’s Bench Division, in London, on 
June 13, a number of bewigged and begowned 
gentlemen argued solemnly the matter of copy¬ 
right in that translation of Holy Writ known 
as the “ Revised Version.” The case was that 
of the Oxford and Cambridge Universities 
against George Gill & Sons, the plaintiffs pray¬ 
ing for an injunction to restrain the defendants 
from printing and publishing certain works on 
the ground that they were infringing copyright 
in the Revised Version of the New Testament. 

The offenders, it appears, had been guilty of 
publishing two manuals—one on St. Luke, the 
other on the Acts prepared by the Rev. F. 
Marshall—showing the chief alterations made 
in the text of the Gospel of St. Luke and the 
Acts of the Apostles, by the revisers of the 
New Testament. The Universities of Ox¬ 
ford and Cambridge hold the copyright of 
the Revised Version of the New Testament, for 
which they paid, it is said, $100,000. It was 
shown that out of 2578 alternative readings 
in the Gospel of Luke the offending manual 


had quoted 234. In the Acts of the Apostles 
about the same proportion of quotations had 
been made. The principal defendant main¬ 
tained before the court that the various read¬ 
ings he had quoted were matters of common 
knowledge long before the issue of the Revised 
Version, which did not contain $25 worth of 
original research. As a matter of fact, 209 of 
the 234 citations given in the St. Luke manual 
were readings familiar to every student of the 
Greek New Testament. 

But this plea availed nothing. The Judge, 
intimating that a reply was unnecessary, said 
the title of the plaintiffs to the copyright had 
been formally proved, and had not been chal¬ 
lenged. The only question he had to consider 
was, “ Had there been an infringement of the 
plaintiffs’copyright ? ” He held that this was 
not a mere matter of quantity, but rather of 
quality—the editor having taken all that was 
most peculiar, most material, and most im¬ 
portant in the Revised Version. It seemed to 
him impossible to doubt that the defendants 
had deliberately and of set purpose—without, 
he was willing to assume, any consciousness 
that they were doing wrong—extracted from 
the Revised Version and put in their own books 
every single passage in the Revised Version 
which they thought and conceived could be of 
any importance for the comparative study of 
the old and new versions. If that was not an 
infringement of copyright, he did not know 
what was. There was a plain infringement of 
the copyright, and he must grant the injunc¬ 
tion with costs against the defendants. 

The effects of this decision may easily be far- 
reaching. There are not twenty newly-trans¬ 
lated words in the revised Gospel of St. Luke 
for instance, although there are 2500 altera¬ 
tions. All the others, except the twenty, had 
been made by translators previous to the mak¬ 
ers of the Revised Version. It would be im¬ 
possible in England under the above ruling for 
any clergyman to publish a sermon containing 
unauthorized extracts from the Revised Ver¬ 
sion without giving the Universities of Oxford 
and Cambridge a right of action against him. 
Of course, it is improbable that the universities 
would go to such extremes in protecting their 
rights. The universities, as a matter of fact, 
according to evidence produced by the Secre¬ 
tary of the Cambridge Syndicate, each year 
grant from five to ten licenses to print parts 
of their version of the Bible. The outcry 
that has been raised in England, and echoed 
by some of the journals in this country, that 
the University presses are interfering with the 
freedom, not only of the press but also that of 
the pulpit, is therefore without foundation. 
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THE WESTERN BOOK FAIR. 

The annual gathering of the commercial 
travellers during the second and third weeks 
in July at the Palmer House, Chicago, has 
by degrees assumed larger importance, until 
now it has become a veritable fair, at which 
the new books are displayed by the represen¬ 
tative publishing houses of the country. The 
fair is attended by the large buyers not only 
from Illinois, but from Indiana, Kentucky, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, and other neighboring 
States. Indeed, at this season of the year 
buyers even from the remoter Western States 
make it a practice to spend a week in Chicago 
in order to make purchases. 

The attendance at the fair this year is un¬ 
usually large, and the report is that the trade 
has shown itself far more ready to buy than 
at anytime since 1893 , and that all of the pub¬ 
lishing firms are doing a large business. 

At the time we go to press the following 
publishing houses are represented. A number 
of others have bespoken rooms, and are no 
doubt at this writing unpacking their trunks 
and spreading out their goods. Even the 
Chicago houses who formerly were content 
with showing their books at their stores or 
offices have, for the convenience of the visiting 
members of the trade, also made exhibits at 
the Palmer House :

It was at first expected 
that the new system was to go into operation 
on the 1 st inst., but the formal announcement 
of the definite date has been unavoidably de¬ 
layed. 

In carrying out such a considerable change 
friction is inevitable before the new arrange¬ 
ments are in perfect working order; but from 
all reports a large majority of the trade is 
ready to do all in .its power to facilitate the 
harmonious working together of all concerned, 
so as to promote the best interests of the trade 
as a whole. 

TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF SUPPLY OF NET 
BOOKS TO RETAIL BOOKSELLERS. 

We, the undersigned several firms of pub¬ 
lishers, being desirous as far as possible of 
ensuring that books published at net prices 
(such books being hereinafter referred to as 
net books) shall not be sold to the public 
(including schools, libraries, and institutions) 
at less than such net prices, hereby inform you 
that henceforth we shall only invoice and sup¬ 
ply to you net books published by us or any 
of us on our usual trade terms provided you on 
your part agree not to sell any net book pub¬ 
lished by us or any of us at less than the net 
price at which it is published. If you agree to 
these terms please sign and return the form 
of acceptance appended hereto. If you do not 
agree to these terms we shall not allow you 
our usual trade terms on net books and shall 
only invoice and supply them to you at the net 
prices at which they are published, and in the 
event of your selling any net book published 
by us or any of us below the net price at 
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which it is published we shall each require you 
to pay for all net books invoiced and supplied 
to you (and which have not already been paid 
for) at the full net prices at which they are 
published. 

The above does not apply to bona fide re¬ 
mainders and dead stock.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Louis Henry Blakeman, son of the late 
Birdseye Blakeman, died July 14, at Stock- 
bridge, Mass. He was at one time vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Spencerian Pen Company. 

Horatio Alger, who with “ Oliver Optic ” 
and “ Harry Castlemon ” long shared the loyal 
devotion of boy readers, died on Tuesday, July 
1S, at the home of his sister in Natick, Mass. 
Mr. Alger was born in Revere, Mass., in 1834, 
was graduated at Harvard in 1852. devoted 
some years to teaching and journalism, and 
was then ordained pastor of the Unitarian 
Church in Brewster, Mass., in 1864. He came 
to New York in 1866 and soon became very 
much interested in the condition of street boys, 
and also became convinced they needed a 
special class of literature to make them read, 
that would in entertaining form teach them 
facts about countries and people, and lead them 
to admire noble actions. Such stories Mr. 
Alger spent his life in writing, and about sev¬ 
enty books bear his name. They were chiefly 
written in series, each series keeping the same 
heroes. The best known are Fagged Dick 
series, Luck and Pluck series, Tattered Tom 
series, Atlantic and Pacific series, etc. 

Thomas J. McKee, a well-known book col¬ 
lector, died on the 13th inst., at his residence, 
237 W. Twenty-fourth Street, New York. He 
was born in New York in 1840, and was grad¬ 
uated from the College of the City of New 
York. He practised law in New York until his 
illness compelled him to retire about three years 
ago. He was best known, however, as a stu¬ 
dent of the early English and American drama, 
and as the owner of a dramatic library which is 
said to be surpassed by none in this country. 
He prepared for the Dunlap Society, of which 
he was one of the founders, their edition of 
Royall Tyler’s “ The Contrast,” the first comedy 
by an American author performed on the profes¬ 
sional stage. He also edited for the same so¬ 
ciety William Dunlap’s play “ The Father,” for 
which he also furnished a full list of all of Dun¬ 
lap’s plays, with the dates of performance and 
of publications, so far as they have been 
published. Mr. McKee’s illness unfortunately 
interrupted work on his “ Bibliographical Ac¬ 
count of American Theatrical Literature,” 
which he had modelled on the admirable “ Bib¬ 
liographical Account of the English Theatrical 
Literature, from the Earliest Times to the Pres¬ 
ent Day,” by Robert W. Lowe.

The National Association of Newsdealers, 
etc., will hold their annual “outing” at Buf¬ 
falo, N. Y., on Tuesday and Wednesday, 
August 22 and 23. 

Frederick A. Stokes Co. have in press a 
new novel by Dr. Martin Grinnell, a brother of 
George Bird Grinnell, of Forest and Stream , to 
be entitled “An Eclipse of Memory.” 

The Duluth Press Printing Co., Duluth, 
Minn., has published a volume entitled “ Last 
of the Great Scouts, the life story of Col. Will¬ 
iam F. Cody (Buffalo Bill), as told by his sis¬ 
ter, Helen Cody Wetmore.” 

F. V. White & Co., London, will publish, 
under the title of “Secrets of Monte Carlo,” 
a book about the gay life of that historic resort, 
by William Le Queux, who spends half of every 
year in the vicinity of Monte Carlo. 

The announcement of. “ The Harper-Mc- 
Clure Enc\clopaedia,” in 30 volumes, seems to 
be the first fruit of the alliance of the two firms. 
The work is to be the most ambitious encyclo¬ 
paedia yet projected, and is to surpass in scope 
and treatment all existing similar works. 

Thomas Nelson & Sons have just ready an 
attractive volume for yourg people, entitled 
“ The Golden Picture Book—pleasant stories, 
wise and witty, pages bright with pictures 
pretty.” The volume contains a number of 
full-page illustrations and cuts in the text, 
printed in colors and in black and white. 

Ginn & Co. have nearly ready “ Twelve Eng¬ 
lish Poets,” in which Blanche Wilder Bellamy 
gives very concise biographies of the twelve 
greatest poets of the English language and ex¬ 
tended selections from their works. The poets 
are discussed in chronological order, the ob- 
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ject being to indicate clearly to young students 
the line of descent in English poetry. 

The Century Co. are preparing an illus¬ 
trated edition of “ Hugh Wynne,” to contain 
photogravures of drawings by Howard Pyle, 
and reproductions of rare prints and manu¬ 
scripts of the period of the Revolution. It 
will be called the Continental edition. They 
will also publish in the fall “ Present-Day 
Egypt,” by Frederick Courtland Penfield, ex- 
Consul-General at Cairo, which also will be 
sumptuously illustrated. 

M. F. Mansfield & A. Wessels have in 
preparation a volume of Joel Benton’s article 
on Poe and his shadowy double, Thomas Hol¬ 
ley Chivers, which is to be entitled 44 In the 
Poe Circle.” The volume will be provided 
with portraits and other appropriate illustra¬ 
tions. They will publish shortly an enlarged 
edition of Benton’s “ Emerson as a Poet,” 
which will contain a new essay on Emerson’s 
later poetry and additions to the Emerson bib¬ 
liography. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. will publish shortly a 
volume entitled “ Robert Raikes: the Man and 
His Work,” with an introduction by Dean Far¬ 
rar. Raikes was the founder of the Sunday- 
school, and commenced his great work in 1780 
by collecting a few poor children and giving 
them instruction on Sunday. They are pre- 
prring a volume of F. M. Howarth’s “ Funny 
Folks,” which have foun3 publicity in the pages 
of Puck . The exciting adventures of Mr. How¬ 
arth’s preposterous people are too well known, 
and have been too much enjoyed to require 
special description. 

Crane & Co., Topeka, Kan., have published 
“ Tales of the Trail,” by Col. Henry Inman, 
author of. " The Old Santa F 6 Trail,” etc., in 
which the author gives his personal recollec¬ 
tions of Custer, Sheridan, Forsythe, Buffalo 
Bill, Kit Carson, and others. They have also 
just published a new book by “Buffalo” 
Jones. To this unique character the world is 
indebted for almost every one of the three 
hundred buffaloes left. Mr. Jones speaks of 
the passing of the buffalo and of their age, 
and of his romantic search after the almost 
extinct musk-ox of the arctic regions. 

Samuel M. Jones, Mayor of Toledo, O., has 
written a book entitled “The New Right,” 
which will be published at once by the Eastern 
Book Concern, of New York. The author, 
who is affectionately and intimately known 
among his workmen and business acquaint¬ 
ances as “Golden Rule Jones,” is a believer 
in St. Simon's creed—“from each according to 
his ability, to each according to his needs”— 
and in his book advocates the establishing of 
the “ Co-operative commonwealth, in which the 
business of the nation will be organized and 
managed, not to make profit for a few em¬ 
ployers, but to serve and benefit all the people.” 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. have taken over 
from Copeland & Day Alice Brown’s “ Meadow- 
Grass,” and her volume of poems entitled 
“ The Road to Castaly.” Two new books are 
promised by Miss Jewett, “The Queen’s 
Twin and Other Stories.” and “ Betty Leices¬ 
ter’s English Christmas.” Mrs. Caroline Les¬ 


lie Field, the daughter of Mrs. A. D. T. 
Whitney, has written a story to be published 
as “ Nannie’s Happy Childhood;” Mrs. Whit¬ 
ney herself has written and illustrated a new 
novel, 44 Square Pegs,” which will be published 
in the fall; and Mrs. Helen Bigelow Merri- 
man, the well known artist, will have a book 
to be called “ Religio Pictoris.” 

D. Appleton & Co. will publish next month 
a novel entitled 44 Lady Barbarity,” by J. C. 
Snaith, author of 44 Mistress Dorothy Marvin,” 
etc. The forthcoming book is described as a 
44 comedy of the most romantic days of the 
eighteenth century.” They have in prepara¬ 
tion “A History of American Privateers,” by 
Edgar Stanton Maclay, author of “A History 
of the United States Navy,” who bases his 
narrative on forgotten monographs, the records 
of societies, unpublished log books, and data 
drawn from descendants of noted privateers¬ 
men. They have secured from Lamson, Wolffe 
& Co. the publishers’ rights of David Parker’s 
novel, “The Pomp of the Lavilettes,” which 
will shortly be republished uniform with other 
of Mr. Parker’s novels. 

Kipling, according to the London correspon¬ 
dent of the New York Times , 44 is having 
trouble in England, too, with his copyrights. 
He has been advertised by big prices, but 
big prices have turned on him. Kipling has 
been trying to buy himself, and finds him¬ 
self too dear. Years ago he wrote 4 Depart¬ 
mental Ditties,’ and sold the copyright out¬ 
right to Thacker, the Indian publisher, for 
$150. For years Thacker made $200 profit 
annually on the book, but three years ago the 
yearly profits jumped to $2500. Lately Kip¬ 
ling authorized his agent to buy back the copy¬ 
right. Sir George Newnes wanted the copy¬ 
right of the 4 Ditties,’ and in a wild bidding 
bout against Kipling, he is now paying Thacker 
$10,000 cash. Kipling is angry but helpless* 
and the 4 Ditties ’ are on sale at sixpence every¬ 
where.” 

The New Amsterdam Book Co. have in 
preparation “Gypsy Folk Tales,” Francis H. 
Groome’s new work on the subject he has 
made a life study; “Pupils of Peter the 
Great,” a study of a dark period of Russian 
history, by R. Nisbet Bain; and “ The History 
of Corsica,” by L. H. Caird, giving an authen¬ 
tic account of Corsica under Roman, Moorish, 
Genoese, and French rule; 44 With Nansen in 
the North ” has been written by Lieut. Hjalmar 
Johansen, and will be issued with photographs 
taken by the author; and Capt. Alfred Ber¬ 
trand’s voyages will be recorded under the title 
“ The Kingdom of the Ba-Rotsi.” In fiction 
will be issued “ An Exiled Scot,” by H. A. 
Bryden, dealing with the followers of “ Prince 
Charlie.” Charles Lever’s novel, 44 Gerald 
Fitzgerald,” not included in his collected writ¬ 
ings owing to misunderstandings with the 
proprietors of the Dublui University Magazine , 
in which it appeared as a serial, and a second 
edition of Marchmont’s 44 A Dash for a 
Throne.” _
